tral Pacific Bail road has submitted hi 
annual report for 1886 to the stockbold 
era of that corporation. 
A statemen 


showing the result of the year'a traffic ii 
made, especial attention being called t< 
the effects of the rate war, in which thi 
liue was engaged during the greate'r por 
tion of the year. With regird to passea 
ger traffic, Senator Stanford says: 


"The extremely low fares that havp 


prevailed during the rate war have hat 
an indirect effect of great value to the 
company's lines. The travel encouragec 
by these fares has brought to the knowl- 
edge of a great many people the un 
equalled advantages of the Pacilio Coast 
na to climate and productiveness. Tbia 
has led to an unprecedented immigra 
tion to California from the older Eastern 
States of well-to-do citizens, which is 
having a great influenca in the develop- 
ment of the Coast." 


The authorized capital stock of the 


company is stated at $100,000,000, and 
tha capital stock outstanding at $68,- 
000.000. 
The company's total indebt- 


edness, not including capital slock, is 
$171,719,527 37. The total assets ore 
$203,342,049. In this estimate the 
valus of the company's lands in Oakland, 
Mission Bay and Sacramento is placed 
at $7.750,000. 


The net floating deht of the company 


has been reduced $1,228,873 35 during 
the pact year. Its total is now $1,306,- 
375 71, of which $822,000 is due to tho 
Southern Pacific Company. Up to April 
1, 1887, there were redeemed 133 bonds 
nt a cost of $139,982 50. 


The total income for the year was 


$3,052,410 53, and the 
expenditures 


were $2,098,424 37, showing a surplus 
of $953,992 16, which wan applied to 
the payment of the floating debt. 
The 


bill against the Government for trans- 
portation charges for the year was 
$849,000. 
The gross earnings of the 


Central Pacific and associated lines wero 
$15,206,136 55. 
The 
expenditures 


amounted to §13,881,138 24. Tbe oper- 
tiug expenses of the lino were S7.09G,- 
000, 
The amount of earnings over the 


operating expenses was $7,970,G9G 29. 
TUB percentage of operating expenses 
for 1885 was 43.84 per cent., while for 
188G it waa 47.10 per cent. 


Preston H. Leslie, Governor ot Mon- 


tana Territory, in his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior, estimates 
the present population at 130,000 an in- 
crease of 10,000 during the past year. 
Tbe present year has been most favor- 
able for the production of all staple 
crops. The yields, without irrigation 
have been very large, and on the subject 
of Blockraising, he says, prior to the 
present year, this industry was in a 
most prosperous condition, but last 
Winter was most disastrous. Jn conse- 
quence of this experience, stockmen 
hnve turned their attention more to the 
protection of grasses. 
Tho Govcri or 


estimates the number of oatile in the 
Territory at 1,400,000; horses, 190,000; 
sheep, 2,000,000; all of high grade. Tho 
reporS says $1,000,000 worth of wool 
has been produced and chipped this 
year. 


The total assessed value of taxable 


property is $0,200,000. There were in- 
creased investments in raining, and a 
conservative estimate of the yield of the 
mines iu gold, silver, lend and copper 
for the last year is $26,000,000. Coal 
bus become an important element in the 
mining industry of the Territory.

popular prices.
